The town council met in special session 
on Tuesday evening Mayor Vrooman 
occupied the chair, and the following 
oounoillore were present: Waller, Madole, 
Ming and Lowry. 

The Mayor declared the meeting opened 
and explained the reason for the calling of 
the special meeting, saying that he had 
been shown the plans of the route through 
the northern part of the town that the 
Grand Trunk Railway was trying to force 
the Bay of Qutnte Railway to take in order 
to cross the line of the first-named company. 

He thought the couucil should beoomo 
conversant with the proposed plans of the 
railway companies aud if the route through 
the northern part of the town, as proposed 
by the G. T. K,, was going to be injurious 
to that part of the town, some decided 
action should be takeu and a protest entered 
against auything of the sort being allowed. 

Mr. Evaus, the civil engineer for the 
Bay of Qninte Railway Compiny laid 
befoie tbe council plans and specifications 
of ibe route the Bay of t^uinte Railway 
would have to take if the G. T R. were 
allowed to carry their point. The b. Q. R. 
wanted a level crossing while the G. T. R 
objected to this aud wanted them to go 
under the railway instead. % 

The members of tbe^ouuoil in attendance 
gathered around the Stblo where the plans 
were laid out and Mr Evans endeavored 
to point out to them the effect the way 
propose^ by G. J’. R wou<d have on tbe 
northern part of tbe town, if they were 
Compelle.i to go sunder instead of over the 
G. I R. they would have to lower the 
grade which would mean that a gully about 
nine feet deep and fifty fed wide would 
have to be constructed through the town 
This would run very nearly as follow*: 
across Centre Street, just south of the 
rielby crossing, then east directly through 
the centre of Mr. J. 1*. Hurley’s house, aud 
across John Street, to Mr. Robert boye’s 
house on East Street, then ou over to the 
north of tho gaol, when it would take a 
curve and go north to Win. Vine’s property- 
on the Newburgh road, then on northerly 
through the cemetry until they strike their 
own line. 

Mr. Evans claimed that this would put 
the town to a good deal of expense besides 
damaging that portion of the town, ibe 
streets running north and south, also those 
running east and west would have to be all 
graded according to tho circumstances then 
prevailing, also that tho drainage, the 
waterworks and gao mains would be 
seriously interfered with to say nothing ut 
the loss the town would sustain in the 
assessment which would naturally follow 
as tbe property m that locality would be 
considerably reduced in value. Tho G T. 
R. objects to the level crossing because 
they claim that it is dangerous.

'n*re seems solid reason for the 
growing belief that tho condition of 
affairs in Macedonia is about to 
lead to action of some kind, though 
in what direction is not as yet very 
slear. The reported preparations of 
Russia and Austria may bo meant 
only as a warning to the Maccvton- 
lane who appear to be getting out 
of hand and to assist the Sultan in 
keeping order while diplomacy is en¬ 
deavoring to arrange for a better 

future Tor tne distracted country. 

The reinforcements which are about 
being thrown into Kuroi^an Turkoy 
from Asia are evidently intended to 
restrain the Bulgarians, who are un¬ 
doubtedly ready to march to tho as¬ 
sistance of their fellow countrymen 
fdiould a general rising take place 
- and the usual Turkish methods of 
roproersion bo indulged in. In that 
event it is diiftdult to see how tho 
IiAJflHia'n Government, in the present 
state of public feeling in Russia, 
could refrain from bringing military 
prestfur# to bear on Turkey, and so 
forcing to an issbo the question Of 
Turkish rule in the western Balkan 
country. 

'l'he whole matter bristles with dif¬ 
ficulties, for not 'only has the „Sul- 
taa to be reckoned with, but the ri¬ 
val claimants to tho various sec¬ 
tions of Macedonia, to say nothing 
of the Albanians, seem determined 
to uphold their assorted rights. The 
unfortunate part of the situation is 
that (he Sultan will yield nothing 
except ts force, and that a display 
Of fsree at tl.u present moment may 
possibly produce the very conflagra¬ 
tion it is intended to avert. Mon¬ 
tenegrins, Servians, Bulgarians and 
Greeks are ready to jmss the fron¬ 
tiers and alLuck tho Turks frond 
three sides, but ho far they ha^o 
been kept in check by the great 
Towers. Once, however, the fire 
was lighted, it is absolutely cer¬ 
tain that they would not be loft to 
themnelTew, but that Russia und 
Austria,— and probably also Italy, 
would intervene. Russia with her 
Black S.*a volunteer fleet is in a pos¬ 
it ioa to throw an army corps at 
any moment iolo Bourgas in south¬ 
er* Bulgaria from Odessa in less 
than thirty-six hours, and from 
thee# to the frontier of Macedonia 
is s matter of but thirty-six or forty 
hours by rail. 

Iw c«a*» of intervention, Russia in, 
therefore, very favorably situated; 
whir* Austrian troops advancing 
from Herzegovina to Mitrovii7.it 
would have to cover some two hun-!

Any opposi¬ 
tion to Russian Intervention tlmt 
iingfit take the form of action by 
way of the Rnrvlunelles would pro¬ 
bably he met by Russia's doing what 
wu i threatened at. the time of the 
An tertian massacres — that is. 
manning the Dardanelles batteries 
wilh Russian conjointly with Turk¬ 
ish guns ami gunners.

EARLY LAMBS FOR MARKET 

The great difficulty is to get lambs 
early enough. JUy making a careful 
selection of ewes and securing tlioso 
not too old or too thin in flesh, the 
breeder may ex poet a . reasonable 
number early. Tho lambing season 
should begin as early as it is pos¬ 
sible to take care of them. Warm 
stables should be provided, so that 
if the weather is severe tho tempera¬ 
ture can be prevented from going 
very much below the freezing point. 

The ewes should be watched care¬ 
fully and as soon as tho lamb is 
born the mother should be caught 
and tho milk ^ started. After tho 
Iamb is onco on its feet and has 
taken its first meal, there will bo 
littlo difficulty. In tho case of 
twins it is safest to remove tne ewo 
with her lambs to a small pen by 
herself. She will become thoroughly 
acquainted with both lambs and 
there will be no trouble from then 
on. If the weather is very cold and 
the lambs should become chilled, it 
will pay to tako them to tho house, 
wrap them in a cloth and place them 
in a basket and let them stay there 
until they aro thoroughly warmed 
up. 

To make the lambs grow as rapid¬ 
ly* as possible, a pen adjacent to 
the main sheep pen should be pro¬ 
vided. In this a trough containing 
ground feed should be placed and a 
small opening between this pen and 
the njain pen provided. The lambs 
soon get In the habit of going into 
this trough and eating all they want 
of the grain supply. Tho grain may 
consist of ground wheat and corn 
meal mixed, with a little sugar or 
anything of this kind available. They 
will begin to visit this pen when a 
week or ten days old and you will 
be surprised to And how soon they 
will learn to eat/ 

By allowing the lambs to run with 
tho ewes and by giving them nil tho 
feed and water they want, they 
should weigh f>0 or 00 pounds in six 
or seven weeks. The butchers will 
take lambs by tihe first of February 
even if they weigh only SB to 40 
pounds. By April 1 they will waht 
them to weigh 59 pounds.

First 1 
thoroughly, using warm, soft w 
and good soap. A stiff brush 111 
small scrub bruMi la better than 
sponge to tako off the gun* 
dirt.

After the leather has absorbed 
it will, wipe all the straps, mo 
ings and buckles with a plea 
flannel, to remove the superfli 
oil. Then with a small sponge a 
lightly to all parts a leather di 
ing to give a nice glossy appeari 
and at the same timo prevent 
smut from the oil blacking cor 
off when being handled. Any sti 
ing or repairs should be done 
fore tho oil is applied. 

After the harnesses have been 
in condition, if they arc spoi 
over two or three times a 1 
with a good harness soap, they 
always look nice, bo easier for 
horse, and wear many years Ion 
With the harnesses used on an 
dinary farm, this homo treatn 
should save at least $10 a year, 
say nothing of th6 longer life of 
hurness.

In feeding 
groups of hogs. for instance, made 
up of one breed, as nearly alike as j 
it is possible to select them. and 1 
fed precisely the same rations, will 
show great dissimilarity of con¬ 
dition in individuals of the group. 
The same i9 true of other animals, 
and distinctly teaches that the eye 
and scales of the feeder should be in 
constant requisition to determine 
what effect a given ration is having 
upon each individual. When such 
observation becomes the custom of 
feeders, and when rations are adapt¬ 
ed to individual requirements,., a long 
step wiii hare been taken in the di¬ 
rection of improved feeding because 
more economical methods of feeding.

Proposed Bevival of a Lost In¬ 
dustry.

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CANADA AND THE GOOD SEED 
PBOBLEM. 

THB A LB 1KB ADULTERATION RKOOID IN 
THJB DOMINION. 

Following Up the article of last 
week on timothy, it 1* noteworthy to 
obeerve that alsike ie one of the most 
impure seeds in the market. Twenty- 
five species of weed seeds were found 
in twenty-three samples of alsike ob¬ 
tained from looa) seed merchants in 
the Provinoe of Ontario, none of the 
samples being free from them. False 
fia* and sheep sorrel were very com¬ 
mon impurities. One sample obtained 
from Brantford contained over 42,000 
seeds of falsi flax per found. Worm- 
seed mustard occurred in five samples, 
and charlock or wild mustard in oue. 
One sample which was reported to 
have been obtained from a prominent 
Toronto seed firm contained fourteen 
species of weed seeds, six of which are 
dangersus pests, in addition to having 
twenty-five per cent by weight of 
timothy seed. 

The vitality of many of the sum; les 
were low. A good quality of alsikr 
contains about 700,000 seeds p. r 
pound, or about double the number 
contained in a pound of red clover. 
Practically all the alsike seed sold iu 
Can ica is grown in Ontario. A great 
deal of the alsike sold in the markets 
contained many of samples as much as 
twenty per cent by weight of other 
clover and grass seeds, and the prices 
charged for many lots of these s-eds 
were certainly not in keeping with 
their actual value, because of the gross 
adulteration thatr characterised them. 

In the Province of Quebec one sum 
pin which w«s being retailed at 
eighteen cents per pound and had been 
obtained by the local dealer from a 
Montreal fir n contained no less than 
twenty species of weed seeds. Out of 
forty-one samples thirty-six contained 
white cockle; twenty-eight false flax ; 
thirty-five sheep sorrel ; thirteen Can¬ 
ada thistle; eighteen curled dock; 
and nine shepheid’s purse. All the 
samples contained varying amounts of 
timothy, blue grass and white and red 
clover seeds. One sample from Char- 
tierville contained 80,100 weed seeds 
to the pound ; bt. Hyacinth and 8te. 
Francis de Beauee, each exceeded 
14,000 weed .eeds to the pound. 

Only four : amples of alsike were 
obtained from the Province of New 
Brunswick, uud the..e contained eleven 
specu of e<*d seeds. Sheep sorrel, 
white cockle, black n^edick and Canada 
thistle were the most common im- 
puritits. Oue sample contained 
21,600 seeds of sheep sorrel per pound, 
and had evidently been taken froiold 
seed. By far the worst sample iu this 
province was from Sussex, and con¬ 
tained 27.540 weed seeds.per pound. 

Out of the seven samples obtained 
from local dealers in the Proviinje of 
.Nova Scotia six contained sheep 
. urel; five white cockle, five uiay- 
w«eu, four black medick; five lamb’s 
quarter ; and four >alse fi ix. A sam¬ 
ple from Hubha-d’s Cove contained 
sixteeu sp ies of weed seed*. Mills* 
v ilie contributed a sample containing 
54,000 weed seeds to the pound ; Hull- 
lux aud Weymouth one each contain¬ 
ing ruspecaiv'ly 15,300 and 11,340 
weed seeds to the pound. 

All the samples received from Prince 
Ldwaid Island were reported to have 
been obtained by the local seed liar- 
cbauis from a Charlottetown seed 
firm, except a satupie from Albertou, 
which was reported to have been ob¬ 
tained Irom a fatmer. It contained 
26 per c*nt by weight of sand, of a 


tario. The impurities in the Quebec 
samples were practically of the same 
nature as those found in the seed ob¬ 
tained from Ontario. Nearly all the 
clover Beed offered was reported to 
have been ob x ed by the local dealer 
from wholesale firms in the Province 
of Quebec. By far the worst samples 
came irom Yamaska, Iberville, Char- 
tierville, Montfeal and Quebec. 

O.ily o ie out of twenty-one samples 
obtained in the Province of New 
Brunswick had been taken from seed 
grown iu he province; iu fact.praoti- 
cally all the red clover seed efferej in

HIE RKD CLOVER TESTS. 

Following our articles on the ar¬ 
ticle.-* on tiie adulteration of timothy 
hikI aUike, we present the results ol 
t he red clover tests, concluding this 
series, which has been of vital im* 
pur ape*' both to farmers and the pub¬ 
lic, writ tlio-e comments which tie- 
serve li.o most tnous study and 
emne -t Consideration. 

Although tiure are several varieties 
of red clover, only two distinct 
vaiie ies are well known in Canada. 
Common red clover and mammoth or 
pea vine ctover aie quite extensively 
giown in Oirario and Quebec, and to 
Nome extent in the Maritime Provinces 
and iu the west. These two varietiis 
aid i ff-red in the maikcis under a 
large . umber of confusing names, and 
difficulty is often experienced in get¬ 
ting seed of the k nd desired because 
of these local terms. 

Ni ariy two hund/ed samples of ml 
clover »eed w* re examined, and 
scarcely uny of them were free from 
tiie -teds of noxious weed prsts. 

Iu Ontario the|vitality of the sam¬ 
ples was satisfactory, over one-third 
of tbem germinating ninety-four per 
cent or over. The chief causes for low 
v. aiity and impaired v&tal energy 
v. ere immature seed. 

.'Seed of timo by, alsike and white 
clover were present iu most of tiie 
samples. One sample which was sup¬ 
plied direct from a Toronto seed house 
was the only one that was absolutely 
free born w* ed seeds, Thirty-one out 
of the thirty-five contained seeds of 
gieen foxtail. Twenty-two samples 
contained varying quantities of white 
cockle seed. Kibgrass or Chinese 
plantain, curled dock, tbeep sorrel, 
Canada thistle, lamb’s quarter, ami 
lady’s thumb also occurred very fre¬ 
quently. Fifty per cent, of the sain-1 
pies contained twelve or more sp' Me* 1 
weed seeds. The worst samples 
came from Renfrew, Ottawa, Carleton

CURIOUS FACTS ABOUT THEM 
NOT GENERALLY KNOWN. 

The Ear Is a Wonderful Organ— 
Tha Eyes Are Very Easily 
Dscsivsd. 

For some unknown reason different 
parts of the tongue are assigned for 
the perception of different tastes 
With the tip we taste sweet sub¬ 
stances and salts, with the back wa 
taste bitter things, and with tha 
sides wo taste acids. The middle 
part of the tongue's surface haa 
acarcely any sense of taste at all. 

The long-named substance para- 
brornbenzoic sulphinide produces a 
most remarkable effect, for it gives 
u sense of sweetness to the point of 
tho tongue and of bitterness to tha 
back. Pure water tastes sweet after 
sulphate of magnesia, says London 
Answers. 

We can only taste things in solu¬ 
tion. Hence if the tongue iyere per¬ 
fectly dry. it would not be affected 
by the strongest-fiavored substance 
in a dry state. 

The taste-nerves are paralyzed by 
very hot or very cold liquids. After 
drinking very hot or ice-cold water, 
we could not taste even such a sub¬ 
stance as quinine. This fact, sup¬ 
plies a useful hint for consumers of 
ill-fiavorod medicines. 

Smell, though the least useful, is 
the most delicate of all our senses. 
Wo can smell the three-h und rod-mil* 
lionth part of a grain of musk. No 
chemicul analysis can detect such 
minute quantities. The most power¬ 
ful microscope would not render a 
particle ten thousand times as largo 
visible. We could not taste It were 
it ninny thousand times as large. 

W’hilo we taste liquids, we can 
smell only gases. Fill your nostrils 
with enu de Cologne and you will ex¬ 
perience no odor whatever. Fine as 
our sense of smell Is. It has deterior¬ 
ated Immensely since the time when 
our forefathers were wild men. Tho 
Calmucks can smell un encampment 
twenty miles away. The Peruvians 
can distinguish all the South Ameri¬ 
can races by their odor. 

THE SENSE OF SMELL. 

But smell is a sense highly sus¬ 
ceptible of cultivation even by the 
modern white man. Dealers in ten, 
spices, perfumes and drugs, in con¬ 
sequence of their training, can dis¬ 
tinguish the faintest differences in 
odors. 

The organ of hearing is one of tho 
most marvelous pieces of mechanism 
in the body In animals the exter¬ 
nal ear acts ns a trumpet to collect 
tho sound-waves. In man it is little 
more than un ornament But the in¬ 
ternal ear is alike in both. So won¬ 
derful is its construction that. we 
can distinguish sounds varying from 
40 to 4,IHK) vibrations per sound. 
This feat is performed by a portion 
of tho oar called the organ of I’orti. 
What a wonderful organ that is may 
be understood from the fact that it 
consists of pieces of apparatus 

each piece being made up of two 
rods, one inner hair-cell/ and four 
outer halr-cells--that is. Sfi.oo** nep- 
nrate parts. In some mysterious 
manner the rods, with other things, 
are turn'd to different notes, and, 
win n they vibrate, they cause the 
hairs to transmit un impulru to tho 
nerve of hearing. To lie musical, 
therefore, is to have a go<»d organ 
of Corti. 

Why is it that scratching a piece 
of glass with metal causes such an 
unpleasant sound ? Because It is 
whut is called the fundamental tone 
of the ear, which is very high. What 
the fundamental tone exactly is 
would take too much space to ex¬ 
plain.

Prison of Ghastly Memories Being 
Demolished. 

Newgate ! Whoever knows ^mdou 
knows Newgate Once seen it is not 
a place to be forgotten. Massive, 
(lurk and solemai, it arrests the eye 
and holds it. inside and out it is 
equally striking, of all the London 
prisons, except the 'rower, it alone 
bus an imposing aspect. Who can 
puss it by unmoved ? Of all that 
busy, whirling throng which daily 
passes beneath its massive battle¬ 
ments. is there one, we wonder, who 
heedK*s«ly goes by without bestow¬ 
ing on it a glance of curiosity, 
shudder or a sigh ? 

Much W the interest which at¬ 
taches to this famous prison is due 
to the fearful memories that float 
about the spot, but not n little is 
owing to the appearance of the 
building itself, it lias been called 
the Hostile of London. Tho solid 
masses of its grunito walls, strong 
enough to resist artillery, are un¬ 
broken by door or casement, save 
those low* and narrow sills in the 
centre, iron-bound und mounted. 

For more than three hundred years 
the old prison has stood thus in the 
very heart of the mighty metropolis, 
facing the sombre old church of St. 
Sepulchre. And now it is to be 
torn down. Already the gallows 
which has swung so many poor 
wretches into eternity has been- 'de¬ 
molished. 

Until the time of the great re¬ 
former. Howard, executions took 
place at Tyburn, but afterwards they 
were held in the open spaces next 
the prison. In the days of Mary 
and Elizabeth the number of re-J 
ligious martyrs confined w|tldn the 
gloomy walls of Newgate was 
legion : from Newgate they were 
driven in a tumbrel to Smlthtleld to i 
lx* burned at the stake. 

Not all tb** criminals executed at 1 
Newgate have been bloody murderers! 
by any means. At the beginning of! 
tin* nineteenth century there were 
twenty-three crimes, according to i 
'English law, for which cnpitul pun¬ 
ishment was the penalty. The cxe- ; 
cations were held on Monday morn¬ 
ing in the presence of vast crowds, 
who regarded the scene much as the 
Spanish do their bull-fight*.
